HIS summer I bought a little table that is probably nearly 200 years 
old. 
It is a lovely piece of workmanship, Cromwellian, simple, sturdy, || 
utilitarian—in solid oak wood. 
I have sat and drummed the keys of this small typewriter at it for j 
hours at a time—and always with a sense of admiration for the one who I 
made that table. 
There isn’t a warped piece of timber in the entire 
construction. 
Near me. as I write, is another piece of furniture that is j 
modern—but it will not live long, for there are parts th at are warped and 
the construction is faulty. It was all made to sell—quickly! 
A warped mind can be sensed almost Immediately. It thinks along I 
Inefficient lines. It is not definite. What purposes that lie within it are j 
scrambled. 
Warped wood usually comes about through lack of seasoning be- | 
fore it is put to use. And th at is what gives people warped minds. And : 
a warped mind produces work, on the part of its owner, that is incom- j 
plete and only half done. 
Weathered wood in old pieces now command better prices than our j 
modern woods, simply because there was that honesty of thought and 
workmanship put into it, that lasts and that gives permanence to all j 
things of beauty. 
I greatly admired a pair of old bedsteads, built of pine, that I saw j 
recently. There was no warping of materials. The lines and design were 
simple and beautiful. 
I talked with an old sea Captain this summer. His was a sturdy face. 
You could see the marks of storms and harrowing experiences stamped 
all over the lines of that face. 
It was a face that you would trust in­ 
stinctively. Life’s meanings were so plainly shown in the talk th at came 
from that mind. I couldn’t help but contrast such a character with the 
multitudes that stream our cities—wavering and incompletely constructed 
lives—people moving without definite destinations. Warped lives. 
How far we have drifted from the honest and noble paths set for us 
by more understanding folk who bequeathed to us all that we love and 
enjoy today! 
The road to happiness is well marked—but we disregard the signs. 
Happy the man, however, with the courage to go back and re-route his 
life!
